QUALITY OF COTTON IN THE CARRYOVER 
UNITED STATES 
AUGUST 1, 2007 


The carryover of all kinds of cotton in the United States at the beginning of the 2007-2008 marketing 
year (August 1, 2007) totaled 9,221,318 running bales, according to the Bureau of the Census. This 
was up from 5,877,235 bales on August 1, 2006 and 5,410,661 bales on August 1, 2005. Upland 
cotton stocks totaled 9,095,686 bales, including partially estimated ““elsewhere” stocks of 825,000 
bales in transit to ports, warehouses, consuming establishments, and Canada; on docks, on shipboard 
but not cleared, and other ports stocks not in warehouses or consuming establishments; and on farms, 
in merchant sheds, and other private storage. American Pima stocks totaled 123,273 running bales, 
up from 67,391bales on August 1, 2006. 


Carryover stocks at consuming establishments totaled 241,595 bales compared to 229,239 on August 
1, 2006 and 364,876 on August 1, 2005. August 1, 2007 stocks included 239,236 bales of Upland 
and 2,359 bales of American Pima. 


Stocks in public storage, at compresses and “elsewhere” totaled 8,979,723 bales on August 1, 2007, 
compared with 5,647,996 a year earlier. August 1, 2007 stocks totaled 8,856,450 bales of Upland 
and 123,273 bales of American Pima cotton. 


The predominant Upland color grades of the August 1, 2007 carryover were color grade 31 (43.0 
percent), color grade 41 (28.7 percent) and color grades 11/21 (20.6 percent). The average Upland 
staple length was 35.1, and the Upland carryover was 90.0 percent tenderable (for color, leaf and 
staple only). The average micronaire for Upland cotton in warehouses and “elsewhere” on August 1, 
2007 was 4.36 and the average strength was 29.0 gpt.
